DROWNED AT A BAPTISM. 


Scares of Men, Women timl Children SI nig ­ 
gling In the Mississippi. 
New O rlean s, May 9.—At noon Sunday 
noveral thousand people assembled on the 
river bank at the head of Lizard street to wit­ 
ness the baptizing Of several new convert* in 
the river by Klder Williams, of Mount Zion 
Baptist clmrch (colored). 
The baptising was 
done in the shallow’ water in the .dip between 
two wharves. 
Along the edge of one of the 
wharves ran a stout wooden railing. Crowded 
against this railing were between eighty and 
190 whin* and colored people, principally 
children under 13 years of ago. Two thousand 
people occupied the remaining j» art of tho 
wharves, and in the river several hun*lrc<l 
people were viewing the ceremonies from 
skiffs. 
In the midst of the baptizing, pressure 
against the railing was so great that it gave 
way, and al*out 100 people were precipitated 
into the river. 
In the descent they .struck 
the 
skid's 
and some 
ton or fifteou of 
these were overturned and their « xvupontw 
thrown into tho water. 
An indescribable 
scene followed. 
The 
w ater was alive with struggling 
and drown­ 
ing men, women imd .children, who fought 
each other savagely for p« >&attfcm of over­ 
turned boat« . 
One of the dripping victims 
would drag himself into a bout only to have 
it overt urn* si 
by another seizing the gunwale 
a:id frauLically straggling to gain possession 
of tho frail craft. 
As the railing wont down, the people in tho 
skill's and on shore wort? panic-stricken, and 
fur a few minutes could do nothing. 
The 
more timid of the Ikoatmeu plied their oat's 
aiul left the scene, while negroes on the bank 
screamed in terror and filled the air with 
groans and supplications to Gtx i 
A few seconds later a number of skiiTmen 
forced their frail craft right into the midst of 
tho people in their eagerness to rescue some of 
tho drowning. 
These boats wore seized by 
half a dozen people nt a tiiue and were 
quickly capsize* 1. 
jCoolor*bead« *d ones re­ 
main (xl out at tho edge of the struggling 
masses and drew fifteen or twenty persons 
from the water. Others were rescued by 
those on tho wharves, who held *mt broken 
pieces of thnlxjr, and still others mode their 
way to tho shallow wuter lietweeu the two 
wharves. 
Several, however, were carried 
out into the stream, and sunk. 
Eleven people are known to have been 
drowned, and the police place tho total number 
of lives lost a* high us fifteen. Those known to 
have jxM lshcd are: HarrietCook, white, aged7; 
Amelia Williams, colored, aged 8; Hose Ed­ 
wards, 
colored, 
aged 
3; 
unknown white 
woman, who sank with a child in her arm s— 
tho child rose to the surface and was rescued, 
but the woman

woman drowned.

Immediately -she drew forth a revolver and 
shot him, the ball passing into lii.s l>ody near 
the heart.

Hhe walked out of the saloon, and in con­ 
versation with a neighbor who happmed to 
Ix* passing said: 
“'1 didn't want to kill him, but the Lord 
told me to.

-—a great co nsideratio n in a tro pical co u ntry, 
when» every extra o u nce tells o n the w earer— 
it was warm, au d o ffered a go o d resistance to 
the rays o f the su n, and best o f all to chills, 
which are so apt to resu lt fro m su dden 
changes o f temperatu re. 
Never shall I fo rget the co m fo rt o f the 
“wash and bru sh u p,’’ and tho se clean flar^iels. 
The o nly thing that was wanting to co mplete 
my jo y was a cake o f so ap, o f which we had 
no ne. 
A fterw ard I disco vered that the Arnahag- 
ger, who do no t recko n dirt amo ng their 
many disagreeable 
qualities, use a kind of 
burned earth fo r washing purposes, which, 
though unpleasant to the touch till one gets 
accustomed to it, forms a v ery fair substitute 
for soap.

A C H IN E SE BLUNDERBUSS.

Load for T w o M en. 
Two Chinese blunderbusses liave 
been 
received from Shanghai by the W inches­ 
ter Arms company from their agent in 
China. 
The largest weighs 8 0 pounds, is 
over 0 feet long, and the barrel contains 
almost metal enough to make a good 
sized cannon of the present day . 
It ap­ 
pears to be* made of iron three-eighths of 
an inch thick at the muzzle, w ith a bore 
one inch in diameter. 
The wood w*ork 
extends to xvithin a lew* inches of the 
I muzzle, and the barrel is made fast to it 
| by five iron bands rudely but firmly riv­ 
eted together. 
J ust what kind of wood 
it was made of no one could tell, but it 
seemed as hard as hickory . 
The stock or 
butt was very small and was not made 
after the pattern of the stocks of the 
present arms now in use. 
For tlie trigger or hammer a peculiar 
device was resorted to. An incision about 
one-quarter of an inch wide was made in 
the center of the barrel stock, through 
which, fastened by a pivot, was sus­ 
pended the trigger, formed in the sliape 
of an 8 , with a split at the top forming 
two ptongs, in which probably was placet 
some combustible, and when the under- 
part was pulled backward it would de­ 
scend upon a little projection at the left 
side of the barrel, probably intended for 
a flint pan. 
Taking it all in all, it was 
about the most clum sy and unwieldy 
weapon ever g ot up, and when loaded 
must have been fully as dangerous to the 
possessor as the intended victims, if not 
more so. 
Unless he was a giant and 
possessed of herculean strength no one 
man could ever mar.;; ul&te it, and the 
Chinese must l;av. 
hi t n giants in the day s 
when it was used. 
It was explaine ' by a representative of 
the Winchesters later, however, that the 
guns were intended for tw o men to 
handle. 
One man went ahead and car­ 
ried it upon the shoulders. 
Behind him 
came the soldier who did the sighting and 
pulled the trigger. 
No one was able to 
tell whatever became of both men after 
the charge had been fired. 
It must have 
kicked bad enough to knock the rear man 
out the first round, and the man in front 
—well, the concussion would be sufficient 
to knock the head off an ordinary man's 
shoulders. 
The smaller 
weapon was 
much after the same pattern, but looked 
much more harmless. 
It had a cord at­ 
tached, evidently for the purpose of 
swinging it over the shoulder to carry 
while on a march.—New Haven Union.
